Sand-banks, where they planted their Cannon with 
a Defignte reducethe Waag.

N. B. Baft-Friefland, of which Embden is the 
Capital,. lies in, the Circle of Weftphalia, (being 
made.a Branch of the Gernian Empire in 840) and 
bs agar by the Emperor’s Deputies, till about the 
Middle of the 1th Century, when Ulric, the then 
‘Governor, was.made Conntof Eaft-Frieflaad by the 
Emperor Frederick 1V, and the Title continued to 
his Pofterity. 

‘But.in the 1595, the Burghers of Embden, who 
were Calvinifts, complaining to the Statés General 
that,theic Religion.and Liberties were in Danger, the 
States tookthem under,their Protection, and fent 
them a Thovfand Men, with whofe Afiiftance they 
difpofleffed the Count, &c. and afterwards kept out 
his Son, who attempted to re-eftablifh his Authori- 
ty, but was forced to fly into Germany. 

In 1606, a Peace was made betwixt Embden and 
the Covnt, by theJnterceflion of our King James |. 
after which the City became free, and’ was govern- 
ed by its own Magiftrates; but it was not long be- 
fore the States General made themfelves abfolute 
Mafters of it, and took both the City and Counts 
into Prote@tion; infomuch, that in 1664, when 
the Bihhop 6f Munfter feized this City, on Pretence 
that the Count owed him 200,000sCrowns, accor- 
ding to a Decree of the Imperial Chamber at Spires, 
the States General offered to pay him the Count’s 
Debt; and upon the Bifhop’s refulingit, they fent 
Troops under. William-Frederick of Naflan, who 

d Embden on the 20th of May, and took ic 
by Capitulation on the 4th of June. 

Here are 3 Caftles, in two of which the Dutch, 
by an Agreement made with the City, keep a Ga- 
rifon, and in the.3d refides the Count, who has no 
Jurifdiftion over the Burghers, nor fo much as a 
Power to fortify his own Caftle: but they pay -him 
this Deference, that whereas when he writes to

The Gtvil Government here is managed by fix 
Adminiftcators, two out of the Nobility, two 
Burghers and two Peafants, over whom the Prince 
has‘no Authority or Infpeétion; and who take Care 
ofthe publick Revenue arifing from the lmportati- 
on of Wine, Cattle, &c. which rifes to more thaa 
what is paid into the ‘Prince’s Treafury, tho’ the 
whole goes to: pay-the King of Proffia and the States 
of Holland, and to defray..the Expence of their 
Suits againft their Prince. _ 

The Courts of Judicatwre for this Country are 
held at Aurich, ig Miles to the N. EB. to which 
the Prince himfelf is liable to be cited, tho’ all 
Jedgments be given in his Name. A Nobleman is 
always Prefident, and a DoGor of the Laws Chan- 
cellor ; and they havea Vice-Prefideot, and 7 Af- 
feffors, who are half Noblemen and half Bui ghers, 
and part Lutherans and part Calvinifts. 

“Lier or Leer, which is 15 Miles to S. E. isa ftate- 
ly Market Town on the River Ems, which has a 
good Trade, and furpafles many Cities of Germany. 

To conclude, this Country and the adjacent Pro- 
vince of Overiffel, were fuch great Sufferers by the 
terrible Inundations in 4717, upon Chriftmafs Eve, 
that there were drowned no Jefs than 3272 Hovfes, 
4437 Perfons, 2810 Horfes, 13188 black Cattle, 
and 4358 Sheep.
